Similar action being considered for current employees 

Elba leaders approve 
‘one-time’ bonus pay 
for retired employees

“The Elba City Council 
discussed a potential bonus 
for retirees during both a 
work session and the reg- 
ular council meeting held 
Monday evening, Aug. 22, 
at Elba City Hall. 

In the end, the council 
voted to give its retired city 
employees a one-time bonus 
made possible by actions 
of the Alabama Legislature 
earlier this year. Once a bill 
for such action is approved 
by state legislators, it is then 
up to the local governments 
whether or not to fund the 
bonus at the local level. 

Mayor Tom Maddox 
said a decision had to be 
made before Oct. 1, if 
retired employees for the 
City of Elba and Elba Water 
and Electric Board would 
receive the approved bonus 
or not. 

The Elba Water and 
Electric Board followed 
suit with the city council 
Monday night and also 
approved the one-time 
bonus for its retirees. 

Council members dis- 
cussed using ARPA 
[American Rescue Plan Act] 
monies to fund the bonuses. 

The work session dis- 
cussion revealed, however, 
that current city employees 
might be a bit disgruntled 
by the action as city clerk 
Sally Bane told the council 
she had received numerous 
complaints from employ- 
ees at the notion of retirees 
receiving a bonus this year. 

She cited that current 
employees were aware that 
other local governmental 
offices had previously pro- 


. vide one-time pay increas- 


es to their employees with 
ARPA funds as a ‘thank 
you’ to employees for their 
work during the COVID 
' pandemic. She said the 
employees were unhappy 
that Elba’s city leaders had 
not followed suit and done 
something similar for their 
employees. - 

Also, with Fiscal Year 
2023 budget talks pending, 
Bane said employees would 
be hoping for some sort of 
pay raise to get the city’s 
pay scale more in line with 
other surrounding towns and 
counties. 

During the work session, 
council members tossed 


uy 


around several ideas on the 
matter. Council member 
Gappa Wise said he realizes 
the city’s workforce is down 
from where it used to be, but 
he also wondered if current 
employees would consider 
“wearing more than one hat 
when necessary to get the 
job done” if a pay increase 
did come their way. 

He said he knows there 
are times in his line of work 
where more pay some- 
times leads to less work, 
and he said he would hope 
that would not be the case 
regarding Elba’s workforce. 
He said whatever the city 
comes up with regards to 
more compensation for 
employees, he would hope 
the employees would be 
willing to give more too. 

With a deadline approach- 
ing on the retiree bonus pro- 
posal and no figures on costs 
to fund a current employee 
one-time pay increase, the 
council left its work session 
still with questions on the 
matter. 

After the council voted to 


' approve the one-time bonus 


for its retirees, council 
member Jane Brunson asked 
that the clerk run numbers 
before the next council work 
session/meeting to provide 
the council with figures 
on what it would cost to 
also give current employ- 
ees a one-time pay increase 
similar to that approved for 
the retired employees. The 
council is expected to dis- 
cuss that further at the next 
meeting. 

Mayor Tom Maddox did 
not vote in favor of the 
retiree bonus, but he said 
his no vote was not directed 
negatively toward retirees 
at all. Rather, he said he felt 
it would be uncomfortable 
for the city and water and 
electric board to give their 
retired employees the bonus 
when the healthcare author- 
ity might not be able to do 
the same. That entity also is 
covered under the legisla- 
tive actions approved earlier 
this year by state legislators 
for the potential one-time 
bonuses. 

Also, during Monday 
night’s council meeting an 
amendment to the new truck 
route ordinance in Elba was 
approved. A copy of that 
amended notice is on Page 7 
of today’s paper.

Elba superintendent lauds students/ 
teacher for improving reading skills

During the Elba Board 
of Education meeting 
Tuesday evening, Aug. 16, 
Elba City Schools super- 
intendent Chris Moseley 
lauded the efforts of some 
students and _ teachers 
that utilized the summer 


reading program to make Pe! 
advancements 


Specifically, he was 
speaking on the third grade 
students that received 
less than stellar reading 
assessment scores from 
the ACAP test last school 
year. It was highly publi- 
cized when those numbers 
were released by the State 
Department of Education 
that Elba had 20 students 
in the last year’s third 
grade class that had tested 
below grade level on the 
ACAP. 

“I want to give cred- 
it where credit is due,” 
Moseley said last Tuesday 
night. 

He said those 20 stu- 
dents that assessed below 
grade level for reading 
were asked to participate 
in the school’s summer 
reading program. 

“Out of the 20 students 
asked to participate, 18 
came for the summer read- 
ing program,” Moseley 
said. “We can’t force them 
to come, but 18 did come.” 

He said those students 
retook the ACAP test, and 
those scores have come 
back to the school. 

“Those numbers won’t 
show up in the newspa- 
pers, and we won't get 
credit to change our previ- 
ously published numbers 


but 10 of the 18 that par- 
ticipated in our summer 
program and retook the 
test now are reading at or 
above grade level.” 

The superintendent said 
he wanted to give props to 
the students and the teach- 
ers that worked during the 
summer to make this hap- 


n. : 

“With those 10 of 18 . 
going at or above grade 
level, it would add to our 
67 percent score that was 
publicized [and increase 
that number],” Moseley 
said. “This is a testament 
to the students and teach- 
ers that worked in the 
summer to achieve higher 
levels.” 

Also, during last week’s _ 
meeting, board members 
voted to amend the con- 
tract of EES principal 
Kendra Martin to bring her 
salary in line with the new 
salary schedule recently 
approved by the school 
board.

High School football got off to a roaring start last week 
and in spite of our earlier concerns over the heat, we have 
not heard of any player having a disastrous reaction to the 
temperature (nor to other physical injuries). For that we 
can all be grateful. 


There has been no announcement from city hall about 
what will happen to the local recycle program when 
the private contractor terminates his contract at the end 
of September. That subject popped back into our mind 
with the announcement this week of the death of the city 
employee (Arie Beerenstrauch) who was the last public 
employee to run the local recycling program. 


Recently we stumbled upon a website of a social media 
group that is very much involved with the WWII German 
death camps and tracking the life and history of those who 
died and those who survived. Last week one person wrote 
of visiting one of the camps (Auschwitz) and it, “Still had 
a slight funky smell.” We had the same reaction at another 
one of the camps, but our time frame was over 60 years 
ago! We didn’t describe the odor around the furnaces as 
“funky” but as the lingering smell of burning flesh. If a 
person ever walks through one of those preserved camps, 
the experience will be etched in their mind forever. We 
understand that over the years displays have been erected, 
including photos of huge piles of old shoes, boxes of wed- 
ding rings taken from prisoners before they entered the 
furnaces, etc. The pictures that tear at my gut the most are 
those mothers and little children walking hand-in-hand 
into the gas chamber — and their ultithate death. 


The latest virus that is crippling the world is out of Africa 
and spreading rather fast. It is monkeypox, which some 
frown of the name. In California they have officially 
changed it from “monkeypox to “mpox” or “MPX.” We 
have no problem with that but feel more effort should be 
on prevention and/or cures than on a long used name that 
is suddenly offensive or degrading to some folks since it 
is no longer confined to Africa. 


Survey shows highway deaths have been on the rise since 
about 2015, after many years of a gradual falling. Cell 
phones became more’ and more common along about 
the time of the highway death rate increase, leaving the 
experts to suspect that ‘distracted driving’ that causes a 
large part of the increase. Increased drug and alcohol use, 
running red lights and failing to fasten seat belts also come 
in for some of the credit. The bottom line for each of us 
should be “Be more attentive to your driving” . . . . put 
down the cell phone, leave the drugs and alcohol at ‘home 
and leave early enough that you don’t have the eaee. to 
run that red (or even the yellow) light.

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Alabama’s Hunting 101 Workshop, the 


First Step on Your Outdoors Journey . 


Learning to hunt may 
seem out of reach for those 
who didn’t grow up with 
hunting as part of their fam- 
ily experience. Fortunately, 
Alabama’s Adult Mentored 
Hunt (AMH) Program 
teaches all the skills needed 
to put wild game on the din- 
ner table and help start new 
traditions. Getting started 
in the AMH program is as 
simple as signing up for a 
Hunting 101 workshop. 

Designed by the Wildlife 
and Freshwater Fisheries 
(WFF) Division of the 
Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources (ADCNR) for 
anyone with little to no 
hunting experience, the 
daylong workshops take 
place at various Wildlife 
Management Areas 
(WMA) throughout the 
state and provide partici- 
pants with an opportunity 
to learn hunting basics, 
firearm safety and han- 
dling, where to hunt and 
the equipment needed. 
Immediately following the 
workshops, _ participants 
are encouraged to use their 
new skills by small game 
hunting on the WMA with 
assistance from experienced 
mentors. 

Registration for Hunting 
101 is currently open. The 
first workshop of the 2022- 
2023 season will take place 
at the Swan Creek Wildlife 
Management Area (WMA) 
near Decatur, Alabama, on 
September 24. There is a 
$20 registration fee for each 
workshop. To learn more 
about the AMH program 
or register for a workshop, 
visit www.outdooralabama. 
com/hunting/adult-men- 


tored-hunting-program. 

“Hunting 101 is open 
to anyone with an interest 
in learning how to hunt,” 
said Brandon Holloway, 
Conservation Enforcement 
Officer and Regional R3 
(Recruitment, Retention and 
Reactivation) Coordinator 
for WFF. “Our hope is that 
participants walk away 
from the experience with 
the skills and confidence 
needed to have a successful 
hunt on their own or with a 
hunting partner.” 


To attend a workshop,- 


participants must be at least 
19 years of age and pos- 
sess a valid driver’s license. 
Attending Hunting 101 is 
required to become eligible 
to participate in a three- 
day AMH hunt for deer or 
turkey. Workshop attendees 
will be notified by email if 
they have been randomly 
selected for an AMH hunt. 

Additional Hunting 101 
workshop dates for the 
2022-2023 season include 
October 1 at the William 
R. Ireland-Cahaba River 
WMA near Birmingham 
and October 8 at the Upper 
Delta WMA near Mobile. 
A Turkey Hunting 101 
workshop is also scheduled 
for February 25, 2023, at 
the William R. Ireland- 
Cahaba River WMA near 


Birmingham.

Therefore, my beloved, just as you have always obeyed 
me, not only in my presence, but much more now in 
my absence, work out your own salvation with fear and 
trembling; for it is God who is at work in you, enabling 
you both to will and to work for his good pleasure.

WHEREAS, the down- 
town business district shall 
consist of all streets, roads, 
and highways lying inside 
the public highway loop, 
beginning at the intersec- 
tion of AL Hwy 189 and 
AL Hwy 203 south of Elba 
and continuing east on US 
Hwy 84 to the intersec- 
tion of Davis Street (Old 
84) and Hwy 84 east of the 
city. 

‘WHEREAS, a heavy vehi- 
cle shall mean any vehicle 
used for the transportation 
of goods, persons or prop- 
erty whose total gross vehi- 
cle weight rating (GVWR) 
exceeds twenty-six thou- 
sand (26,000) pounds or 
any vehicle where the 
driver is required to hold 
a Class A or Class B CDL 
license. 

WHEREAS, a truck route 
shall mean the public high- 
ways within the City of 
Elba which will include 
AL Hwy 189 from South 
of the city and up to the in- 
tersection of AL Hwy 203;
